Thomas, Governor of Utah Territory, in 
bis annual report, estimates tb* popula- 
tion of tb* Territory at 230,000, an increase 
of nearly 86,600 sinee 1880. 


During the last nine years tbe foreign- 


born population, numbering in 1880 abont 
8,410, bas been increased by Mormon im- 
migration to 16,095. 


Tbe aggregate assessed valuation of prop- 


srty of incorporated cities and towns for 
1889 was $30,596,000, with an indebted- 
ness of $495,000. 


Upon tba subject of nnoocnpied pnblio 


lands, the Governor says the question of 
wbat tbe Governmentjshonld do witb tbe 
vast tracts, which can be used only for 
grazing, is assuming vital importance 
throughout tbe West, and is directly asso- 
ciated with tbe problem of a obeap food 
supply. Under pressnt conditions these 
lands are used by persons engaged in stock 
raising. There is no harmony of interests 
among them, and there being no protection 
afforded by law in the use of tbe land*, 
there is frequent conflict between clashing 
Interests. The Governor is of tbe opinion 
that if the Government would provide a 
way by which person* engaged in stock- 
growing could acquire to grazing lands 
which can never be used for agricultural 
purposes, it would remove one of the most 
serioua drawbacks to the growth of the 
stock industry and a prompt settlement of 
the country. Tho grazing nnd mountain 
lauds of Utah, he says, constitute nearly 
seven-eighths of the entire area.

Several 
new and important developments were 
made in Park City and other mining 
camps. "It is the opinion of miners" 
says the Governor, "that there would be a 
;*eat increase in the mineral product if it

wood dots the valley, a few yearn may see 


continual wave of rye grass, 
Tbe Silver State comments: 
Rye grass is indigenous to Nevada. It 


grew luxuriantly in many places in this 
tounty when the whites first came here and 
ts seeds were harvested by tbe Indians, 
who used them foe food. It flourished in 
places remote from water courses as well 
as near streams, and there is no known 
reason why the experiment, which is being 
tried by Mr. Cram should not prove suc- 
cessful. 
Rye grass, if mowed before the 


seed and stalks get too ripe, makes nutri- 
tious bay, which, stock eat with apparent 
relish.
